H. C. L. MUST COME DOWN. 


The cost of living has got to come 
down, and come down p. d. q., and that’s 
all there is to.that. The war is over and 
the excuses for two or three prices for 
what is sold and bought no longer hold 
good. In some instances the high prices 
of labor is going to cqme down, and that 
fact may as well be Teed and acknowl- 
edged first-as last. A stove molder gets 
$10. a day, and unless he is willing to 
struggle on less than that people are going 
to quit buying stoves and ‘use the shect 
iron kind, or burn gas, or ‘have a fire- 
place A stove that sold for $12.50 before 
the war. now brings $30, and it 
worth it. It is an outrageous price. The 
moulder ts not the only one who has got 
to trim. The miserable profiteering mid- 
dlemen all along the line from producer 
to consumer are just as bad as he is, and 
maybe worse, with the result that the ul- 
timate owner of the stove is robbed to a 
fare-you-well. Then he in turn has to 
either rob somebody else or go broke. The 
system has got to change.’ A system of 
each man robbing another man and the 
whole robbing each other is all wrong 


is not 


But before we ean ask the stove moulder 
to accept lessAvages, we have got to bring 
the cost of living down for him, and that 
is where the state government should get 
busy. It started out some years ago to in; 
augurate a system of state markets, and 
then by political eaterhauling switched off 
on state market commission instead, and 
if that state market commission has ever 
lowered the cost of anything to the eon- 
sumer we have never heard of it. Wein- 
stock, the director, had notions of his 
own and he has put them into effect, 
with the result that the producer has been 
organized and presumably gets: more for 
what he produces, but the middle man 
has’ ot heen curbed and the consumer 
pays more than’ he’ ever did, as a rule. 
This should be corrected right away. The 
cost of livine has got te come down, ‘or 
there is going to be serious trouble every- 
where, and the lawmaker who ean’t see 
that knows but mighty little. Commentin::

éisco Bulletin said: 


‘‘Returning valorously to the attack 
upon the state market direetor and his 
arbitrary interpretation of the act under 
which he primarily was operating, State 
Senator William E. Brown of Los Angeles 
has introdupced a bill which practically 
calls for the re-enactment of the original 
state market law which Mr. Weinstock 
-wefused to carry out for the reason that he 
did not approve of it. The original act 
provided for state commission markets, 
but Mr. Weinstock managed to seeure’ its 
repeal and to substitute a state market 
commission, something wholly different. 


‘A chain of state markets would have 
provided an avenue through which thie 
‘small farmer could have sold his products 
to the consumer and both would have been 
enormously benefted. As matters stand 
today the farmer receives, say, four cents 
a pound for a certain product and some- 
where ‘fm between’ the price is jumped up 
and up until at the last stage, when it 
reaches the hands of the consumer, that 
unfortunate individual pays fourteen cents 
for it. 

“‘Mr, Weinstock has been given full op- 
portunity to assist consumers and to re- 
duce the cost ofsliving. He has not grasp 
ed that opportunity. He has not perform- 
ed his very obvious duty. Let him 
way to some man or set of men who shall 
perform it.’’
